Adelphi.—Mr.Charles Dickens having given especial permission to 
the fair manageress of this theatre to produce his new Christmas Tale, 
The Chimes, a Goblin Story; or, Some Bells that Rang an Old Year 
Out and a New Year In, it was last night played for the first time, 
(dramatised by Mark Lemon and G.A.aBeckett,) and received with 
great approbation by a house crowded in every part. The adapters have 
brought the story much closer together than it is in the volume, but, with 
this exception, they have attempted very few alterations. The greatest 
care has been taken in the production of the drama, the principal cha-

Meggy Veck, Miss Fortescue, Mrs. Chickenstalker, Mrs. F .Mathews, 
Lady Bowley, Miss Harding, Lilian, Miss Turtle. We have seldom 
seen actors take so much pains with their parts as did the above, and they 
well deserved the applause frequently bestowed upon them. O.Smith’s 
Toby Veck was capital, as were Hudson’s Will Fern, Selby’s Richard, 
and Miss Fortescue’s Meggy Veck. This young lady's sweet acting gave 
general satisfaction, and on her appearance she was cordially greeted, it 
being her first appearance on these boards for sometime. Messrs. Pitt 
and Johnstone, have painted some very good scenery. Previous to the 
drama, Miss E, Chaplin delivered a prologuein a very neat and clever 
manner. At the fall of the curtain, the applause was loud and unani- 
mous, and Mr. Hudson announced the piece for repetition every evening. 
There has been a new drop-scene painted for the occasion, representing 
the title-page of the work. 

Princess’s.—The opera of The Castle of Aymon will be performed 
here to-night for the last time but one, followed by The Widow Be- 
witched, and The Enchanted Bell. 

Opera House at Berlin.—The new Opera House at Berlin was opened 
with great splendour on the 7th instant, the old one having been burnt 
down about a year and a half ago.

The 
principle on which the society is formed, no person being eligible who is 
not a practical amateur, must entitle it to the favor of all real artistes, 
whilst the social contact of amateurs of refined taste with first-rate 
musicians, must always be productive of mutual advantages. No lover 
of instrumental music should neglect to join the Musical Union. The 
names of the committee and directors are a guarantee to its purpose 
being honestly carried into effect.
